From AUGUST 9 TO 20, STAFF MEMBERS OF 
various departments of the Academy joined forces 
with scientists of the Instituto de Biologia of Mexico 
for yet another research expedition to the Gulf of 
California. Known as the “1965 Gulf of California 
Expedition”, the particular emphasis was on marine 
collecting, both for living additions for Steinhart 
Aquarium and for specimens for the research col- 
lections of the scientific departments at the Academy 
and at the University of Mexico. 

The party, on August 9, flew in two aircraft for 
a rendezvous at La Paz, transportation furnished by 
generous friends of the Academy. The good ship 
Marisla which figured in last years’ “Sea of Cortez 
Expedition”, was again made available by Richard M. 
Adcock of the La Paz Skin Diving Service. Collecting 
began seriously on August 10. Five particular points 
were major stops: Isla Espiritu Santo, Mission Dol- 
ores, Las Animas, Bahia Muertos, and Isla Cerralvo. 

Many benefits were reaped as a result of this 
activity. A “Science in Action” program to be en- 
titled “Field Trip” containing unique and beautiful 
underwater footage of divers with giant manta rays 
and hammerhead sharks was photographed. Stein- 
hart Aquarium now has on display a host of fishes 
which were flown back in plastic, water-filled bags

in special shipping containers. All members of the 
party either snorkelled or were Scuba divers and as 
a result the Departments of Ichthyology and Inverte- 
brate Zoology, as well as Steinhart Aquarium, have 
many new additions to their collections. Living rep- 
tiles were collected by the island shore parties. 

The group returned on August 20—tired, sun- 
burned, but happy at having been part of a successful 
research expedition. Members of the staff involved 
were George Lindsay, Robert T. Orr, Earl S. Herald, 
Dustin Chivers, Karl Switak, Walt Schneebeli and 
Ken Lucas. Others in the party included Alejandro 
Villalobos F. and George Cabrera of the Instituto de 
Biologia, and Academy members Bruce Markham, 
Roy and Bruce Marquardt, Wright and Joy Cortner, 
George Tsegeletos, and Gary Bechtel. 


Mr. CLAY P. BUTLER, 
Research Associate in the Department of Astronomy, 
has recently been awarded the “Silver Medal for 
Scientific Achievement” by the United States Naval 
Radiological Defense Laboratory. The citation ac- 
companying the award reads as follows: “For an 
excelling scientific curiosity .. . for contributions and 
ideas transcending disciplinary boundaries . . - and 
for original observations and developments in the 
field of thermal radiation physics.”

National Geographic Magazine contains a beautifully 
illustrated article, ‘‘Asian Insects in Disguise”, the 
author of which is Dr. Edward S. Ross, Curator of 
Entomology, the featured speaker at last month’s 
membership meeting.

His Asian and Australian 
research projects were sponsored by the National 
Geographic Society, the National Science Founda- 
tion, and the Academy.

MEET THE STAFF 


GLENN E. BURGHARDT, Assistant Curator in 
Steinhart Aquarium, was immersed in a fish-fancying 
career through what has become almost standard 
procedure: one pair of Guppies and a one-gallon 
tank. Just how far he became involved is indicated 
by the fact that he now has 245 tanks in a com- 
mercial hatchery operated by his parents, a business 
that is a side activity to his busyness at Steinhart. 

Glenn was born in Merced and after completing 
his major in Business Administration at the Univer- 
sity of California and a two-year hitch in the Navy, 
he worked for retail fish dealers and wholesale fish 
distributors. Then, he owned and operated an estab- 
lishment in Oakland called ““The Exotic World of 
Pets”. For this, and in addition to fancy fish, he 
imported such conversation pieces as lions and oce- 
lots as well as all kinds of reptiles and amphibians. 

He began his career at Steinhart in July 1962 as 
an aquatic biologist. He is active and has held 
numerous offices in many Bay Area aquarium soci- 
ties as well as those devoted to herpetology and 
malacology. But his interests are even more catholic. 
He collects coins, stamps, rocks, and shells. He is 
also an avid gardener with the emphasis on bro- 
meliads (45 species) and fuschias (155 varieties.) 
His wife, Laura, also has many natural history inter- 
ests. 


Glenn has written and published a book, “Iguanas 
as Pets” (his companion above is a Green Iguana), 
and still spends such leisure time as it is available 
travelling and collecting those objects which capture 
his interest. 

He is the pleased father of three—a boy and two 
girls. It rather figures that they are already more 
than casually interested in the world around them.
